Crucial Issue At Stake

In case you wonder what’s in store for motorcycle enthusiasts in ‘the 
westifthe anti-motorcycle forces are not stopped on the crucial issue of com- 
pulsory helmets, have a look at a state I recently visited, New York. 

New York has had a motorcycle helmet law for one year now. Every rider 
and passenger has to wear a helmet at all times that they are in motion. What 
is more, the helmet has to be “reflective” and meet certain standards, The 
“driver” has to wear approved goggles as well. Eyeglasses won’t do. In Man- 
hattan, where traffic is a problem and space is at a premium, you would think 
that motorcycles would be welcome as a solution to congestion. But bikes 
are required to park like a car does, parallel to the curb, often taking up a 
space that a whole car could occupy and thus causing car drivers to curse 
their 2-wheeled kind. 

Getting a motorcycle drivers license in New York is a major problem in 
logistics. You have to bring your motorcycle and a car to one of the few ex- 
amining stations, take a test in one, and then on the other. You have to have 
insurance as well. Is it any wonder that more and more cars jam the streets 
of New York, while motorcycles are declining in popularity? Declining, that 
is,except for the police forces. Scooter-mounted patrolmen are seen all over 
New York City. They have found they can cover more territory easier than a 
man on foot or in a patrol car, they can park easily, and have been known to 
take to the sidewalks in pursuit of wrongdoers. 

Not ‘satisfied with the handicaps already enacted to discourage motor 
cycle use by its citizens, New York is now debating whether to require gover 
nors on private motorcycles, limiting them to 35 mph top speed. 

These are samples of the kind of petty restrictions we in the west can 
anticipate unless we beat the anti-motorcycle “protectionists” on the issue 
of compulsory helmet wearing. Have you written or wired your state represen- 
tative yet? California readers are urged to voice their opinions on the pro- 
posed helmet restriction and stand by for new developments as they occur. 


Why us? 


Why try and restrict the growth of motorcycling a's a means of locomotion, 
we might well ask. There are two chief prejudices which work against us. 
One is the “carefree libertarian” image that pops in many people’s minds 
when we zip past his confining cab, hair (ours) blowing in the breeze, smiling 
(us) as if to reproach his position as one of the herd. We are having fun and 
he isn’t. 

The other face we present to the public is more openly repulsive. It is 
the one percent hoodlum element that you find in any scene, only here more 
visible because of the unconfining nature of the motorcycle, and magnified 
out of all proportion by movies, TV, book and newspapers. 

I don’t think we ‘should apologize for looking free, although perhaps Mr. 
car person would appreciate knowing that our smile conceals an aching pos- 
terior, chilly hide and, often as not, a conservative heart. Freedom is too

rare and precious in the world to be ashamed of. If anything, motorcycle en- 
thusiasts should proselytize the noneriders and help them learn what they are 
missing. Presently about 1% of all the road vehicle's are motorcycles. There 
should be many more of us, and there are. But you'll only find us on the road, 
our bikes on trailers or in trucks, going to and from deserted places where we 
practice our private rites far from the reach of media. 


The Beauty of Power Under Control 


When John Q. Public finds out about *Dirt Riders", he'll really go ber- 
serk! If the foolish put-ons of the meanie element disgust him, and the care- 
free fun of the average cycle rider reproaches him, your media-minded citizen 
might blow his mind if he found out there is yet another facet to motorcycling. 
He'd see manly men and girlish women, families and mild ones out for a day 
of riding the way he would spend a day at golf. They ride on tracks and trails 
and places where there is no trail at all. Boys become men and men become 
heroes in their races. Everybody gets covered with good, clean earth and 
goes home tired but happy. 

What would media make of the dirt riders? Right now, I'm afraid they 
won't make anything. They are much too fascinated by destructive violence 
to recognize the beauty of power under control. If we insist upon getting their 
attention, tv and newspapers would only show pictures of the crashes, movies 
would be made about the cheaters and the books would get it all garbled up. 

So motorcycling will continue to nurture in its nucleus the secret sport 
of dirt riding, against the day when America will be rid of its hang-ups about 
motorcycle riders in general. Then if we let John Q. in on the secret, he just 
may pick it up.

Twenty-four-year old Jody Nicholas 
looked like the **old" Jody last Sunday 
down at Carlsbad, It only took him about 
ten laps during the practice session to 
find the fast way around after a two- 
year layoff. 

The last time he raced was at Daytona 
two years ago - in this country. Shortly 
after that time he went to Mossport, 
Canada on one of Bob Hansen's Match- 
less G-50's and broke all the track 
records — in the rain, 

Jody was perhaps one of the most 
underrated road racers ever to come 
along. He chose to fight rather than 
switch in many races that he could have 
won with equal horses. 

He still has two years to go in the 
Navy and will be riding AMA road races 
in the area whenever he is not flying 
off carriers. No, he is not available for 
Daytona, 

A lot of new equipment was at Carls- 
bad including the Suzuki 500, Bridgestone 
350, Kawasaki 350 and the latest in 
250’s from Suzuki and Kawasaki, With 
less than two months before the Daytona 
race the new stuff is now in the shake- 
down stages with the finishing touches 
coming up the next timearoundat Carls- 
bad on Feb. 18th, 

Ron Pierce, although he is only 18, is 
fast becoming the rider they will have to 
beat in any road race in the 250 class, 
Ron starts his third year of professional 
racing this season and found out a few 
weeks ago that honesty does not always 
pay. 

When applying for his ‘68 racing li- 
cense he finally put down his true age of 
18, The AMA took a second look and 
suspended him for two weeks. Two weeks 
in January isn’t nearly as bad as two 
weeks in March (Daytona) or two weeks 
in August. 

Art Baumann, the Amateur who last 
year won both the Indianapolis and Carls- 
bad Amateur road races, sent in for his 
license and was classed as an Amateur 
again for ‘68, 

He was just beginning to wonder what 
one had to do to become an Expert in 
the road racing ranks when one of the 
more liberal and free thinking committee 
members came to his aid and had him 
advanced to the Expert class. 

We tend to think that if nobody would 
have come forward in his behalf then he 
could have started a petition that would 
have most certainly been signed quickly 
by all riders who will be Amateur road 
racers for the coming season, 

On the subject of licenses there is a 
new get-tough policy within the AMA that 
says if a rider is going to ride the Ascot 
TT next week he must have his license 
in his hand, There will be no tel 
or last minute phone calls from GHQ, If 
you don’t have it by the time you read 
this it is best to forget it until the annual 
100-lapper the first Sunday in March, 

Non-TT riders who are going to ride 
the half-mile Ascot opener in April 
should send in now as everything stops 
in Ohio for the annual speed week at 
Daytona in mid-March. 

Daytona entry blanks should be avail- 
able now so a rider can send tothe AMA 
and obtain them anytime, All entries 
will close twenty-one days before March 
11th. 

A big mystery lately is that many 
riders are receiving their $2.00 AMA 
membership cards but no license, Both 
were applied for at the same time, (7) 
One rider sent his in with a self- 
addressed air mail return envelope, They 
kept the envelope and sent the license 
back via the usual stagecoach route. 

That’s progress for another week, 


Ass’ 
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Answer Man 


QUESTION: While the European rid- 

ers were in So, Cal. the 
past few weeks, I made a point of 
studying their style and I noticed 
that the type of their suspensions 
differed quite a bit from the typical 
units I am used to ‘seeing on most of 
our local racing machines. Could 
you explain some of the advantages 
of the “trials like” set up on Euro- 
pean bikes? (21-inch front wheel, 
trials type bars, etc.) J.C.E.-Ontario 


ANSWER: The greatest difference be- 
tween local and the Euro- 
pean is; the visiting competitors had 
much softer suspension. The front 
fork travel was measured and found 
to be 7 inches. Even our machines 
equipped with customs, such as the 
Ceriani forks, have a maximum of 6 
to 6% inches of travel. I would al- 
most swear that the shocks were 
filled with but a ten-weight oil. 

The 21-inch wheels on European 
machines are actually lighter then 
our standard 18 and 19-inch units 
and as you must realize they have 
that wheel off the ground more than 
on. Of course, that diameter helps 
somewhat if a small series of chuck 
holes can’t swallow such a large 
diameter wheel. 

Each rider seemed to have an in- 
dividual rake, height etc., to fit his 
personal reach. When you're off the 
pillion 80 percent of the time, pegs 
and bars are the most important to 
your ease in handling the machine 
for hours on end. Leverage is a dire 
requirement and besides, “to each 
his own,” 


QUESTION: Before I enter my S-90 

Honda in Sportsman 
scrambles I have a few questions. 
First, what type of pipe would be 
the most beneficial for maximum 
power? What size wheels and tires 
would give the best handling? S.F.— 
Norwalk. 


ANSWER: The best pipes you can 

use are the S-90 *low pipe 
headers", after they are given the 
following modifications. Cut the 
header pipe in half and remove the 
inner pipe or bushing. Reassemble 
and add 18 inches of additional 
Straight pipe length. I also suggest 
you hog out the cylinder exhaust 
port diameter to match the header. 
Taper the port so that it flows even- 
ly to the original diameter at the 
valve seat. Do not alter the port at 
that point! 

For wheels, I suggest 18 inch x 
2% inch alloy rims with 300 x 18 
Universal tires. 

If you want some real scoop on 
proper scrambles modification for a 
S-90, contact Pete Grimes, chief 
ports honcho for Norm Reeves. He 
has one of the hottest S-90°s around.

QUESTION: /n California there is a 
conglomeration of iden- 
tifying letters on competition plates 
(such as 123f, 123c, and etc.), what 
areas or towns are represented by 
such a letter?

QUESTION: What is the purpose for 

having a buffer chamber 
between the engine inlet and the 
supercharger for a motorcycle engine? 
If one is necessary, where can I find 
information on how to make one? I 
found the article in the recent " Cycle" 
magazine about the ‘supercharged 
Norton was not sufficient. B.S. — 
Culver City. 


ANSWER: A buffer chamber is de- 
signed for the purpose of 
restricting losses of fuel and air mix 
by being forced from the blower to 
inlet valves and exit the exhaust at 
the time of valve overlap. In the buf- 
fer chamber gasses are relatively 
still and thus when valves are open 
the incoming rush of pressure is less - 
at initial stages than it would be if 
directly transferred from the blower. 

The determination of a buffer 
chamber's necessity should be de- 
termined by the angle of the ports 
and the valves positions in relation 
to one another. If the ports are 
straight in and valves directly oppo- 
Site one another, you can imagine 
the scavenger of jet effect that can 
take place from intake to exhaust. If 
the ports are radiused so that gasses 
are directed only to the cylinder and 
losses are thus at a minimum,the use 
of a buffer chamber is not necessary. 

Sometimes a chamber is placed 
between blower and engine intake 
and the engine's intake must be a 
Storage of air and fuel mix sufficient 
to supply one and half times the en- 
gine's displacement demand at any 
given moment or rate of r.p.m. The 
area of a blower's chambers are not 
always sufficient to do this, thus a 
storage of plenum chamber is re- 
quired. The reason for one-half more 
than the engine cylinder displace- 
ment is two fold. First, to compen- 
sate for loss and, second, to make 
less demand upon the blower's de- 
livery for the next opening of the in- 
take valves. 

To the best of my knowledge there 
is not a single source of information 
that can give you specifications on 
blower installation or the required 
accessory dimensions.

Both On the second and last loop, Patrick 
riders were mounted on Norton

Both races were started at the 
same time; Steve Hurd led the combined 
Open and Lightweight race to the smoke, 
and a rider with the blue-and-white 
colors of the So, Cal, M,C, was second, 
going so fast that no one got hisnumber, 
Mike Patrick was running an impatient 
third. 


Steve Kirk, #27 on a Triumph, pulled 
in fourth, and Steve Staats, Triumph- 
mounted #95, took fifth overall and first 
amateur. Bill Bogner, #170, charged in 
eighth and grabbed off first 500 amateur 
on a Matchless single. Bill Hutton, #21 
was right behind him and took first 500 
Expert on a Husky, Tom Sinner, #44x, 
charged up from back in the pack and 
took eighteenth overall and first 250 
amateur.

Morgan just turned it 
on and let ‘er go until he had the lead, 
and then held it to the finish line, winning 
in one hour and forty minutes. 

Anderson pulled in second only a 
hundred feet behind the leader, Eddie 
Crowell, #T22 on his Hodaka, moved up 
from sixth spot to take third at the fin- 
ish. Thomas Hoyle, #31, got a good start 
and was able to hold on to it to take 
fifth overall andfirstamateur, Thirteen- 
year-old Jeff Wright, #76 on a Hodaka, 
moved up from sixteenth on the first lap 
to eleventh at the finish and took first 
Novice. 


Congratulations, Desert M.C. 

The Desert M,C,, a new club with 
twenty-five members, should be con- 
gratulated for putting on a well-planned 
race for their first time around. The 
points the riders particularly liked were: 
(1) A separate course for the trail 
bikes, which eliminates the problem of 
too many bikes on one course in the 
dusty weather, and also helps on the 
lapping problem; (2) the pits were very 
safe — out in the rough with the trucks 
on one side. Pits on a fire road with 
trucks on both sides can be dangerous; 
(3) the turns on the course were marked 
well ahead of the turn, with the lime 
thrown three spots close together on the 
side that the turn was going to make. 

Cycle News welcomes letters with 
suggestions or other ideas concerning 
desert racing; just remember that most 
successful races require a lot of work, 
and unfortunately, there are a lot of 
riders but not enough hard workers. It 
was, definitely, a lot of work for the 
Desert M,C, to lay two courses, but it 
was worth it!

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RRC LOSES 


By Robert 0, Fee 

Silent drop-outs and vocal resigna- 
tions have plagued the Southern Califor- 
nia Road Riders Committee as that 
organization’s membership has failed to 
grow with the sport and actually de- 
creased in number. 

Motorcycle clubs have always come 
and gone, In recent years, however, a 
number of road clubs have come and 
stayed. Some have joined the RRC and 
dropped out, others just haven’t bothered 
with the organization. 

The Too-Tired Motorcycle Club be- 
came one of the latest clubs to forego 
what the club’s founder termed, ‘‘The 
dubious pleasures of membership in the 
RRC.” Neil Butts, a past chairman (‘65) 
of the RRC added, ‘‘Basically, the RRC 
offers a member club only one service- 
a place on the annual calendar. As our 
group does not promote a run, there is 
no advantage to belonging. We don’t care 
to engage in extended arguments over 
small matters while issues vital to the 
sport are totally ignored,” 

Harley Rathbun, one of the men who 
originally conceived the idea of the RRC 
stated, **We joined the RRC to do what 
we could to better the sport, remain 
active, and help the organization pro- 
gress. It kinda hurts though when the 
Johnny-come-lately’s make snide re- 
marks because you won’t defy your 
doctor’s orders and ride all the poker 
runs," 

Herman Lyster, associated with the 
RRC for many years and one of the best 
organizers in the sport, commented on 
the Too Tired’s planning the ‘67 Spring 
Tour. He said, ‘We didn’t want that job 
and told Bob Adsit so. We took it on 
and gave it our best solely as a last 
resort when none of the other clubs or 
reps would volunteer. The vicious and 
Petty sniping that came from a few of 
the reps was completely unjustified. 
When you consider that it was the same 
people who changed some plans at the 
last moment and then attacked us when 
other details collapsed for lack of sup- 
port, you begin to wonder about their 
purpose.'* 

Bob Adsit, RRC's 1967 Chairman and 
a member of the Too Tireds, summed 
up his year in office; “I’m very disap- 
pointed in the attitude of the RRC Clubs 
toward the riders who support their 
runs, Every run put on during the past 
two years has had one goal only — the 
almighty dollar! There is no interest 
whatsoever in entertaining the people or 
bettering the sport. Some club reps 
have criticized me for not attending all 
the runs. Why should I go anywhere to 
be bored? The sole criteria of a suc- 
cessful run is ‘Did it show a big profit?’ 
In my opinion, all excess profits (over 
$100) should be returned to the riders 
in the form of more entertainment, more 
activities for the average rider rather 
than the dress competitors, more and 
better food, and a little moré work de- 
veloping new locations." The various 
clubs need to change their attitude toward 
the riders and the sport before they can

be successful on the scale that they 
Should be considering the number of 
motorcyclists available and the tremend- 
ous turn-over of participants in RRC 
activities.” 

Adsit continued his statement saying, 
“The RRC, as a group, has a ‘damn- 
the-public' (outriders) attitude. As a 
group, the RRC could care less about 
and fave consistently refused to con- 
sider or have flat rejected their respon- 
sibilities to the first four objects of 
their constitution: 1. To better the sport 
of motorcycling; 2. To improve the pub- 
lic relations of all motorcyclists; 3, To 
induce the road riding clubs to be more 
active and 4. To help clubs plan rides, 
This group is exceptionally good at mak- 
ing rules and then getting very angry 
when SOMEONE wants those rules en- 
forced.” 

“The co-operation that I have re- 
ceived from the organization, asa 
group, has been as good as any other 
recent chairman has received, but I 
would rate the quality of the co-opera- 
tion as only fair,” Adsit made it very 
clear that there are some individuals 
who are trying to improve the organiza- 
tion, *But many of those, he added, 
“have been lost through resignation 
and drop-out from disappointment and 
disillusionment, 

Adsit concluded by stating, ‘I sin- 
cerely wish the new chairman all the 
success possible and lots of luck — 
he'll need it,’”’
